Recesr events bave certainly had the 
effect of simplifying the political geo- 


graphy of Asia. Russia, India, China 
and Persia remain as powers of the 
first rank, Afghanistan and Kashgar 
following at a long distance. To seek 
for other states we have to go to the 
| various peninsulas, separated more or 











less completely from the continent. 
Even here the listisashort one. Arabi 
with its petty states, Burmab, Siam, 
Cochin China, Cambodia and Corea 
almost complete the list. ‘Turkey hard- 
ly appears as an Asiatic power ; though 
geographically Syria and Mesopotamia 
belong essentially to Asia, their political 
engagements belong rather to the Euro- 
pean system. Tle Khanates may be 
consideredas practically Russian, thongh 
still exercising nominally at least some 
portion of their sovereign functions ; 
and the same may be said of the native 
states in India or along the Himalayas, 
which almost equally, with the excep- 
tion perhaps of Nepaul, depend on Great 
Britain. The process of simplification 
is however not ended. Sooner or later 
Afghanistan and the Himalayan states 
will in the course of events liave to sub- 
mit to one or other of the great adjacent 
Powers. The Atalik Ghazee will pro- 
bably hand over to his successor a 
kingdom as well knit together as it is 
possible for an Asiatic state to be, but 
the Asiatic system which makes a king- 
dom a prize for an individual, will 
probably be as effective after his death 
in breaking up his dominions, as it has 
been in all other Asiatic dynasties. 

Of all Asiatic states, Afghanistan has 
been that where of late years dynastic 
wars have becn the most prevalent and 
destructive. We imagine few of our rea- 
ders would care torememberthe history of 
Afghanistan since the death of Timour 
Shab, some eighty years ago. How he: 
was succeeded by Zemaun Shah, how 
he in turn was deposed by his half 
brother Shah Mahmoud, who was then 
overthrown by Shah Soojah, who had 
afterwards to take to flight. How the 
Barukzye brothers then divided the 
kingdom amongst themselves but, un- 
able to agree, fell to fighting, till one, 
Dost Mahommed, finally came to the 
top and reigned supreme for a season ; 
until his death in 1863 set his sixteen 
sons again quarrelling, till Shere Ali 
within the last few years succeeded in 
gaining such decisive victories over his 
rivals that, for the present at least, he 
exercises the functions of Ameer. This 
is the State that “is now destined to 
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occupy the noutral ground between 
Great Britain and Russia, and it needs 
little prescience to calculate the inevita. 
ble result. At any moment the claim 
of a pretender to the throne may force 
upon the adjacent countries a quarrel. 
It is of course easy to say that neither 
party have any right to interfere in the 
internal affairs of Afghanistan, but at 
any moment one of the rivals may force 
this interference by aggressive acts. 
Wore Afghanistan governed by an able 
chief, like Kashgar, we could look with 
complacency on the new state of affairs, 
but the former is an example of what 
an extreme state of degradation a go- 
vernment may become reduced to, 
and the seeds of a similar state of 
affairs exist in the latter. Persia prob- 
ably means well by her recent conces- 
sions, but it is not difficult to seo that 
they may be made the occasion of seri- 
ons international disputes. China, on 
the east, is preparing herself to all ap- 
pearance for war, and a war in which 
she must be miserably defeated, and of 
which sho may be certain that advan- 
tage will be taken by her neighbours 
in the west or north to extend their 
territories at her expense. 

Altogether the state of affairs in Asia 
is not of aveassuring character, and not 
the least remarkable fact is, that the two 
powers from whom a disturbance of the 
apparent calm may be soonest expected, 
are those to whom above all rest and 
quiet aro of the first necessity. The only 
safe policy for either China or Afghan- 
istan is to remain quiet, and steadily 
introduce those elements of progress 
which have made great the States that 
now more or less threaten their oxis- 
tence; but there is not the slightest 
reason to believe that either will adopt 
this course. ‘The old ways are too 
strong with both, and ignorance in 
both cases is too dense to allow a par- 
ticle of common-sense to penetrate. 
Wise rulers in China or Afghanistan 
might succeed in making, of cither, a 
powerful and contented State, but the 
race of governors seems to have died 
out in Asia, and the descendants of the 
conquerors of the wild tribes of Europe 
have to return to their original scats, to 
revive the spirit of effete Asinties.

‘The capture of Khiva is confirmed ; the 
Khan has fled. 

‘The law suppressing Religious Corpora 
tions at Rome has been promulgated. 

During an Earthquake the church at (or 
of) Felleto was full, and 38 persons were 
killed ; besides fourteen killed and many 
injured in the villages. 

Prince Bismarck has retired. It is be- 
lieved he will quit the Cabinet, the cause 

nga quarrel with Roon, and theReichstag 
insisting on an adjournment before voting 
‘on the Military Bill. 

Earl Russeli’s Bill for the better Govern- 
ment in Ireland has beon negatived. 

‘The Porte construes the Canal Conces- 
sion as follows :—Toll levinble on all ships 
alike according to their true capacity 
determined by the best system of measure- 
ment which it considers to be moorcoons 
(sie). 

Political affairs generally quiet. 

Principal attention given to th vist of 
the Shah, who goes to-day to Paris. 
The Queen has presented him with the 
Order of a Knight Companion of the 
Garter. 

A project is started to subseribe £60,000 
sterling to construct and present a short 
railway to the Emperor of China, with the 
object of demonstrating the utility of the 
introduction of railways into China. 


‘The weather during the early part of the 
week was extremely hot, the thermometer 
marking 95; but a strong north-easterly 
wind on Thursday and Friday cooled the 
atmosphere considerably. ‘To-day is again 
warmer. 

A telegram has just been received by,the 
Agent of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company, from Gutzlaff, stating that araft 
having on it 14 or 15 people, some of 
whom are apparently Europeans, was seon 
about six miles off the island, drift 
the Westward. ‘The telegram was com- 
municated to H. B. M.'s Consul, at whose 
request the Senior Naval Officor has 
detailed the Mosquito to go in search of 
the party. The Mosquito leaves at noon 
to-day. 

‘The M. M. str. Provence is detained at 
Saigon through an accident to the braces 
of her rudder, which will have to be 
repaired there, or at Hongkong. Her 
mails were sent on in the French corvette 
Destrée, which arrivedin Hongkong harbour 
just as the Colombo was starting, and a 
bargain was rapidly struck with the Master 
to take on the mails to Shanghai for $1,000. 
It is expected that the Provence will be 
repaired in time to make the homeward 
voyage at the appointed time. 

Lewis’ Australian Dramatic Company 
have continued their performances, but to 
decreasing audiences. 

‘Shanghai tuned out en masse, however, 
to hear the Band of the Wind Instrument 
Society perform in the Gardens on Wednes- 
day night, and a very enjoyable couple of 
hours were passed, under the genial in- 
fluences of a brisk breeze and lively music, 
Chairs in the grounds and houseboats 
on the water, were more numerous than 
























ever. The programme was admirably car- 
ried out, and only after the closing strains 
of the final galop did the promenaders 
leave their pleasant resort. 

‘The last of this season’s weekly meetings 
of the Shanghai Temperance Society was 
held on Thursday night, Addresses on the, 
subject of Temperance were given by fie" 
Rey. J. W. Lambuth and R. Nelson, and by 
‘Mr. H. Lang; and the usual glees, dc., 
found a convenient place on the programme, 
‘The performance of the Lroquois? Minstrels 
was a lively feature in tho entertainment, 
and one that appeared to be much ap- 
preciated, judging from the applause 
liberally bestowed upon them, Alto- 
gether, the meeting was one of the 
most successful of the season, In the 
course of a few farewell remarks, Mr. Ble- 
then made the gratifying announcement 
that the Society was now clear of debt on 
its undertakings thus far, though still more 
ambitious for the’ future, Rev. Mr, 
‘Thomas expressed in warm terms the regret 
felt that they were to lose their energetic 
President for a time, and referred to the 
active share Mr. Blethen bad takon in 
schemes of public utility, such as the Fire 
Department, and of social well-being, 
such as the Temperanco Society, as deserv- 
ing their acknowledgments and imitation, 
Mx. Thomas’ call for an expression of the 
feeling of the meeting was met with groat 
applause. 

After being closed for four weeks, for 
reasons already stated, ‘Trinity Church was 
re-opened on Sunday, the Rev. James 
Bates, of the Church Missionary Society 
(Ningpo), conducting both servic 

‘The arrival of the long delayed iron 
fittings for the new Theatre, has enabled 
the works to be pushed on with renewed 
activity. ‘The walls have been completed, 
and it is hoped that by the end of this 
month the building will be rooféd in, 
The internal arrangements will of course 
take a good deal of time, for though it 
may appear that the stage and yarious 
other sections of the building require no 
elaborate. workmanship, the auditorium 
and some other parts will necessarily 
occupy along time. It is expected that 
the work will beso far completed, how- 
ever, as to render the theatre ready for 
use before the year is out. 

Tt has been understood for some time, 
t the C. M.S..N. Company intended 
to bid for the Yangtze as well as the Nor- 
thern trade; and we observe that a first 
steamer, the Union, was despatched to 
Hankow yesterday. 

An agreement has been made between 
the P. & 0. and the S. S. N, Compani 
for through traftic between the Riverine 
and Northern Ports and London, and 
vice vers@. Produce cau be shipped at 
Hankow, Kiukiang, Chefoo and Tientsin 
by S. 8. N. steamers, on through bills of 
lading, at through rates of freight, for Lon- 
don and Continental Ports, to go forward 
by P. & O. vessels from Shanghai; and 
goods can in like manner be shipped in 
London on through consignment to these 
ports. Asan instance of the commence- 
ment of the new system, we may mention 
that the Hirado went alongside the Pekin 
yesterday, to dischargo some 8,000 packages 
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Tea. ‘The arrangement will be a great con- 
venience to the public, and no doubt ad- 
vantageous to the Companies concerned. It 
was necessary as regards the Yangtze, to 
procure for shippers the same facilities 
offered by the connexion between the C. N. 
and, 0. S. S. Companies ; and visions of 
eBSéi shipments of Piece Goods to Cliefoo 
and Tientsin again arise, in view of the 
new facilities for thoir transit northward. 
Direct consignments of whole cargoes by 
sailing ships do not seem to have an- 
swered ; direct shipments of more mode- 
rate quantities by steamer may do better. 

‘A small river steamer named the Elin 
was launched from Messrs. Farnham & 
Co.'s building yard at New Dock yestorday 
afternoon, ‘The original Elfin was seized 
it will be remembered, some ten years, 
back at Kiukiang, on the pretext that it 
had not the requisite Custom House 
clearances, The hull having become 
room out, it was determined to place 
her engines, which still remained complete, 
in a new shell ; and this has been success 
fully done. 

We hear that the Phermopyle met with 
a slight accident while getting under 
weigh yesterday. She started from her 
moorings about ten o'clock, on the last of 
tho ebb, and had the assistance of two 
tugs, one on each quarter. Notwithstand- 
ing this, however, she was taken by the 
strong breeze towards the Pootung shore, 
carried away the lower stunsail boom of 
the Mosquito, narrowly escaped crossing the 
hawser of a barque, and ended by getting 
fixed in the mud, where she stuck fast by 
the fore-foot till the tide turned two hours 
later. She thon got off and proceeded on 
her voyage, uninjured. 

‘The Italian Corvette Governolv, Captain 
Accini, left on Thursday to pass the remain- 
dor of the summer in Japan waters. ‘The 
Governolo is a paddle steamer, carryivg 10 
wuns and a crew of 220, and relieves the Vit- 
tore Pisano in the East, Provious to coming 
to Shanghai, she spent a few months ernis 
ing on the coast of Borneo and among the 
Philippines, in company with the Italian 
gun-boat Videtta, which is now at Amoy. 
Sarawak, Sooloo, Manila and Hongkong 
were touched at, and we understand 
those opportunities wore taken advan- 
tage of by a scientific gentleman, M. 
Commendatore Giordano, to make obser- 
vations. Ono of the objects of the visit 
to the Polynesian archipelago is stated 
to have been to find a suitable place 
for a penal settlement ; but as to this we 
are informed that nothing was determined. 
‘The Governolo is to return to Shanghai in 
the beginning of November, after which 
she will visit all the open ports of China. 

The British barque Tucksing has been 
transferred from the British to the Ameri- 
can flag, the new owner being her Captain, 
Mr. ET, Marshall, and the transfer price 
$22,500. iq 

We have received acopy of a report by 
the ‘Trustees, on the position of the Sea- 
men’s Church at Pootung. 

As will be soen from our TiENrsIN 
Correspondent’ letter, the Audienco Ques- 
tion is a fait accompli. ‘The Japanese Ain- 
bassador and the French, British, Ameri- 
cau, Russian and Netherlands Ministers 











were received by the Emperor on the 
morning of the 29th June. M. de Geofroy 
remained, after the other Ministers hadleft, 
to present to the Emperor the special letter 
from M. Thiers referred to in M. Remusat’s 
despatch to Prince Kung published in the 
W.-C. Herald of February 29th, 1872. 
The Audience took place in the temple 
where envoys from Tributary States are 
habitually received. 

The name of TatsieN1oo is familiar to 
many of our readers, from Mr. T. T. 
Cooper’s stay there with the Bishop of 
Thibet, and tho description he has given 
of his visit. A scrap of news reaches 
us from thence to day, which is interesting 
as an example of Chinese official routiue. 
A courier conveying despatches hears that’ 
relative is dead, hands over his mails and 
pony -to a friend, and turns aside to the 
house of mourning. ‘The substitute post- 
man bolts with the mail and sells the pony. 
By Chinese custom the local officials are 
held responsible, and—though utterly i 
nocent—are likely to be severely pun- 
ished, while the real thief will very prob- 
ably be neglected. Our correspondent 
writes in the hope thata true version of the 
affair may reach“headquarters at Peking 
through our columns, and save the manda- 
rins ; fearing that the chance of its getting 
there otherwiso is in the last degree im- 
probable. 

The Saxxow Chamber of Commerce 
Report says the transactions reported for 
the fortnight show a small business, closin 
rates for Grey Cottons being firm at 
mail’s values, excepting Dutch Drills, which 
are about one mace per piece lower. Fancy 
Cottons and Woollens continue in limited 
demand.—The bulk of the Tea busine: 
during the past fortnight has been in 
second crop Tels, the quality of which 
shows no improvement on last season. 
‘The market was very quiet, with but few 
buyers at quotations until within last few 
days, when news reached this of a con- 
siderable business doing in Shanghai at 
prices which gave an average profit to ship- 
pers of Tis. 1@2per picul for fair to 
medium tea ; since when buying has been 
more general, and afirmer market the result. 
Oopacks.—Second crop Yang-low-toongs 
began to arrive on the 24th ulto., and a 
chop was settled the same afternoon at Tls, 
224 per picul ; some of the purchases since 
made shew a decline of Tls. 1 @ 2 per picul. 
Low-yangs and Tongshan have been taken 
readily at Tis. 20@ 24} per picul. The 
only Oonfas and Oonams yet down are 
“Cheong-sow-kais, of which a few well 
kmown chops were placed at Tis. 234 per 
picul. Seangtams have declined Tls.1 @ 
2 per picul, but without leading to much 
business.—Settlements for the fortnight 
are—32,197 chests. Shipments on native 
account 27,021 chests. The total export 
to London to date is 13,840,135 Ibs., and 
to Odessa 3,987,290 Ibs. The following 
is a comparative statement of the total

From Nacasaxr we learn that the Go- 
vernment troops have put down the out- 
break, and that a fall of rain has removed 
the fear of total failure of the rice crops 
which had been at one time apprehended. 

There is no news of importance from 
Yoxowama. A summary will be found 
under the head of Ontports. The Alta 
California says the President has ap- 
pointed John A. Bingham, of Ohio, to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the United States to Japan, 

‘The China Mait says : On the 15th June, 
a strong westerly wind set in at Keenuna, 
causing some disturbance among the ship- 
ping at anchor thore. The British ship 
Taunton and the clipper barque Sea Belle, 
bound for Hongkong, dragged their anchors, 
the former ship coming within 12 or 14 yds. 
of the Inflexible Reef, which if she had 
touched must have caused her total loss 
‘The Sea Belle, more fortunate, brought up. 
near Bush Island, without sustaining any 
damage. The Chinese gunboat Fok Sing, 
Captain Yung Shai, lying in the harbour, at 
once got up steam and, proceeding to tho 
rescue of the two imperilled vessels, ex- 
tricated them from their difficulties, and 
towed them safely back to the anchorage, 
Captain Yung Shai refusing any compen- 
sation or reward for his services, oven the 
expense of getting up steam, 

‘The Portuguese baryue Concordia arrived 
Macav on the 27th Juue, from Goa, 
inging 42 men for the Macao Police. The 
Portuguese corvette Duyue de Palmella, ar- 
rived on the 2lst June, from Saigon, where 
she was completely repaired of all damages 
sustained in the accident met with 
near that port. Her guns, which were 
thrown overboard, have all been recovered, 
and she will proceed to Lisbon as soon as 
the gunboat Zejo arrives. The Lizzie left 
Macao on the Ist July for Melbourne with 
general cargo, including $450,000 worth of 
prepared opium, taken in at Macao and con- 
veyed on board by the White Clouwd.—The 
Shipping in Macao Harbor on the 20th 
June, was as follows :—America, Oracle, 
Luiza Canevaro, Macao, Manco-Cupac, 
Nueva Providencia, Rozulia, Fray-Bentos, 
Rebecca and Concordia. 

The Straits Times has the following items 
from Pexaxe, which may be of interest. 
The Dutch have brought in a British 
schooner laden with rice bound for Edie. 
It is rumored that seven Achinese prows 
on theit way to Penang with pepper have 
been captured and taken on to Deli,—A 
private telegram from Penang, dated June 
20th, states that there was a great deal of 
excitement there on account of the ru- 
moured blockade of the entire Acheen 
coast by the Dutch, and inquiries if the 
rumour is correct. Our Government ought 
to have taken the earliest opportunity of 
informing the Penang traders of this change 
in the policy of the Dutch Government, 
who have thus, without warning, put a 
sudden stop to a trade in which the Penang 
merchants are greatly interested, and 
which they were assured would not be 
interfered with.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 


‘A audience of the Emperor of China 
is at length an accomplished fact. Va- 
rious Foreign Ministers have seen the 
unapproachable one face to face, and 
the Brother of the Sun and Moon has 
ceased to be the myth he once was. 
Report says the ceremonial was 
satisfactory to those who “implored” 
the favour. Let us hope as much, 
while we await the publicity which 
will no doubt soon be given to all the 
details attending so remarkable an 
event. Meanwhile we are entitled to 
cogitate as to the probable influence 
upon the Chinese people generally, and 
upon our relations with them, of this 
anusual concession to Western porsist- 
ence, pitted as it has been against na- 
tional prejudice and a blind unreason- 
ing governmental policy. Chinese of 
all classes, and in all parts of the 
country, from Shantung to Yunnan, 
have no doubt watched with deep inter- 
est the contest between barbarian pre- 
tensions and celestial propricty ; and it 
is worth considering what will be the 
conclusions come to here, there, and 
everywhere, when His Majesty's lieges 
vead that famous Edict which we for- 
cigners have of late been so diligeutly 
criticising and picking to pieces. 
“ Abya!” we can imagine a constant 
render of the Peking Gazette, District 
Magistrate of Nanehang-fu, exclaim. 
ing, “here are those raseally dogs of 





foreigners actually teasing to get a| 


sight of the face of the Son of Heaven, 
and our too timid Ministers consent- 
ing to admit them to the privilege. 
‘What is the world coming to? Since the 
great Commissioner Lin and the gallant 
Sankolinsin left us, to wander amongst 
the genii, these wretched “devils” 
have led our officials by the nose, and 
had it all their own way. But of 
course the barbarian chiefs will be 
compelled to knock head in the sacred 
presence. How I should like to be 
there tosee!” Another constant reader, 
one of the literati, say in Kai-fung-fu, 
we observe in spirit reading the Edict, 
but dashing it down amongst the cups 
at his favorite teashop with a tremen- 
dous malediction; and we hear him 
vociferating : “I will write post haste to 
my revered uncle, the Seeretary to the 
Inner Conneil, and pray him to move 
Censor Woo to denounce these wretched 
ministers as traitors to their country, 
for having even contemplated the pos- 
sibility of an interview between the 
outside barbarian and the Son of 
Heaven. I had thought long ago that 
our brave troops and invincible ships 
had exterminated the hellish brood !” 
Nost, lot us listen to the soliloquy of a 
third, a quiet but wealthy owner of a 
tea farm amongst the Moyune Hills ;— 
“Ab,” says he, “these barbarians are 
getting on; but do what they will, we 
geb the better of them in the tea 
market. Going to see the Emperor, 
are they? Well, perhaps they may 








be, but I doubt it; in any case 
they will have to go down on their 
knees pretty low before such a thing 
can be allowed.” The above imaginary 
monologues will suffice for the purpose, 
which is to show how we suspect the 
important fact of the audience will be 
regarded by different classes in the pro- 
vinces. There are those no doubt who 
will cavil at this view of the case, and 
argue against the expediency of as- 
suming that the news will prove any- 
thing but gratifying to John Chinaman. 
But for the sake of common sense and 
foreign conversance with Chinese cha- 
racter, we will hope that such enthu- 
siasts number only a very few. It can- 
not be doubted that the mass of the 
people—startled by the appearancein the 
Peking Gazette of an Edict which rans 
directly counter to all recognised cus- 
tom and prejudice (supposing, that is, 
that the Edict will be extensively circu- 
lated, which we take leave to doubt)— 
will conclude that the Foreign Ministers 
are to be admitted to audience upon the 
old tributary footing; and believing this, 
they will naturally be confirmed in their 
preconceived opinion that the object of 
the ceremony has been simply to mag- 
nify yet more, tho unapproachable 
greatness of their own Emperor. We 
contend that this must be the result of 
the concession, no matter what the na- 
ture of the ceremonial employed, unless 
measures are taken to disabuse the 
minds of the people of the idea now 
prevalent, that foreign nations are ad- 
mitted to friendly intercourse only 
upon qualified terms; and it follows 








that, otherwise, the concession is 
not only likely to be productive 
of no positive good, but on the con- 


trary may act prejudicially upon our 
interests in the country. Some will ask, 
why then press the question at all, if evil 
is So likely to flow out of it? and we 
answer that it certainly should not 
have been mooted unless the Ministers 
were prepared to push the point to its 
legitimate consequences ; and, by requir- 
ing the Emperor to declare to his people 
that he had not only admitted the peo- 
plo of foreign countries to friendly 
relations, but that he had broken 
through past prejudices and admitted 
them to such relations upon a footing of 
porfect equality. Had the concession 
been made simultaneously with the 
establishment of friendly and commer- 
cial relations under treaty, it would 
have been exacting, perhaps, on our part, 
to have claimed such a humiliating 
admission from the Chinese. But con- 
sidering the extravagant pretensions 
which they have for years, nay cen- 
turies, flaunted in our very faces ; and 
taking into view, moreover, the insulting 
manner in which the plain treaty right 
has been so loug withheld, as well as 
the mischief that has been occasioned 
thereby, we are of opinion that the 
least reparation the Chinese Govern- 
ment can make is not only to acknow- 
ledge their own error, but to take steps 
to convince the population generally 
that the erzor has been rectified, and 








that the future must be governed by 
an catirely opposite policy, both on the 
part of mandarins and people. This 
can only be effected by a further edict, 
proclaiming that the Ministers have 
been received upon an entirely novel 
and equal footing; and until this;és 
done, we maintain that little if any 
good result can follow the audience 
which bas been conceded. We hope 
therefore that publication will be re- 
quired, of a distinct record of the 
audience, of its nature, and of the 
coremony used, as a pendent to the 
Edict of the 14th June. 


HIVA AND BADAKSHAN. 


‘Tas recent discussions about Central 
Asia have naturally brought out a great 
deal of information about that little 
known country; and people are be- 
ginning to find that Khiva and Badak- 
shan are not quite the unknown quan- 
tities they were at first considered. The 
former even has a rather important his- 
tory. After forming part of the king- 
doms of Bactria, Parthia, Persia, aud 
of the Khalifate, Khiva became an inde- 
pendent monarchy in 1092, and oven 
succeeded some time afterwards in 
overranning Persia and Afghanistan, 
Genghis Khan repelled the invaders and 
subdued the Khanate in 1221; buta hun- 
dred and fifty years later Khiva fell into 
the hands of ‘Timur, whose descendants 
retained it till 1511, when an Usbeck 
chief conquered it in turn; and his 
successors still fill the throne. Peter 
the Great tried to conquer Khive in 
1717, but his army was defeated ; 
and a similar attempt by the Czar 
Nicholas in 1839 had « similar result. 
Sir Frederick Goldsmid has just de- 
livered a lecture at Harrow, giving 
a great deal of valuable information 
regarding this region, which few men 
know better. He shows that Khiva 
is by no means the terra incognita 
European papers have been wont 
tomake it. His paper, according to the 
Pall Mall Gazette, to which we are 
indebted for a sketch of its contents, 
gives n useful list of the various writers 
who speak of it with more or less per- 
sonal knowledge. “Ill-governed as the 
country is, it bas yet a long-standing 
civilization of its own, and a certain 
wealth, due in great part to the regular 
supply of slave Inbour won from its 
neighbours, which the modern people 
of ‘Kharazn’ probably think as cs- 
sential an clement of the polity of their 
State, as would the Chorasmi of Hero 
dotus, from whom they take their name 
as well as descent direct. The chief 
peculiarity of tho country is that this 
civilization, such as it is, is isolated 
from the rest of the world by the wide 
desert tracks over which the Khan holds 
a nominal sovereignty. It is this fact, 
as Sir Frederick Goldsmid clearly points 
out, which makes it, though nearer to 
European civilization than Bokbara, 
auch Jess accessible and consequently 
less known than the latter prineipality. 
As to the slavery which forms so dark

a peculiarity of the government of this 
Khanate, and gives the Turcoman tribes 
on their borders that supply its demands, 
a means of living so very uncomfortable 
to their neighbours,—it is in itself by no 
means a condition of severity, but rather 
easy agricultural Jabour in a fruit. 
fnl district. So the story is credible 
—Sir Frederick Goldsmid plainly be- 
lieves it—that Russian prisoners hare 
preferred their easy livelihood there, to 
the liberty offered them coupled with 
the condition of returning to homes in 
a severe climate.” The town of Khiva 
in fact stands in a fertile oasis stretch- 
ing from the mouth of the Oxus some 
200 milos along its banks,and is watered 
by canals supplied from that river. 
Usbeks are the dominant race, and the 
majority of the slaves, it is said, Per- 
sins, Under their care and the 
energy of their masters, agriculture 
scons to have thriven, and Khiva to be 
by no means the poor and disagreeable 
country most people have imagined it. 
Another writer who has thrown light 
on Central Asin is Mr. W. F. Mayers, 
who attacks it from the eastern side, and 
shows that the Sultan of Badakshan— 
which most people Intely heard of for 
the first time in connexion with the 
Russian negociations—had relations 
with China in the reign of Kanghi. 
It is well known that this monarch 
subjugated Inrge districts in Cen- 
tral Asia, which have escaped from 
the grasp of his descendants. The 
Ataligh Ghazee of whom we hear so 
much, has now carved outan independent 
kingdom in Yarkand; and Ili has 
passed under the ensign of Russia. But 
China, in the days of Kanghi, was a 
power in Central Asia, and the nation- 
alities along her western border looked 
with vast respect towards the seat of 
her ruler, ‘The origin of her inter- 
course with Badakshau was as follows. 
Two of the princes of Kashgar who 
had twice raised tho standard of re. 
bellion, driven from Yarkand after a 
long resistance, fled with some thou. 
sands of followers across the mountains 
which rise at the Western extremity of 
Chinese Turkestan, On sealing ‘the 
heights of this tremendous barrier, says 
Mr. Mayers, whose paper we go on to 
quote, “ the steppe of Pamir is reached ; 
and not only did the fugitives venture 
upon crossing this inhospitable waste, 
but they were oven pursued by the 
stern and vigorous Manchu commander 
Mingjni, who was resolved that at no 
cost should the rebellions princes be 
allowed to make good their escape. 
With a small force of cavalry he pushed 
on, with the design apparently of cut- 
ting off the retreat of the princes in the 
direction of Kokand, and overtook them 
upon the summit of the steppe, where 
an engagement took place in which the 
fugitives met with great loss. Proba- 
bly few battles have taken place under 
equally singular circumstances, or more 
highly merit a description such as the 
dry Chinese official narratives entirely 
fail to supply. Driven from point to 
point by the Chinese forces, the brothers 








at length succeeded in reaching the ter- 
ritovies of Badakbshan with the rem- 
nant of their followers, to the number 
of 300 or 400 souls; but even here 
they seem to have conducted themselves 
with such haughty pretensions as could 
not fail to involve farther misfortunes. 
It is stated that they sought by intrigues 
with the neighbouring countries to 
establish themselves as rulers of Ba- 
dakbshan ; but the territorial sovereign 
anticipated these manquvres by pos- 
sessing himself of their persons 
and committing them to imprison. 
ment. To ademand for their surren- 
der to the Chinese, he replied that as 
both the princes and himself were 
jointly descendants of the Prophet, 
he ‘could not with honour sub. 
mit to this requisition; but be 
shortly afterwards caused them to 
be put to death, and therenpon sent 
their heads to the Chinese general. 
‘The ruler of Badakhshan, known as 


Sultan Shah 3 fj HHH, here- 
upon despatched an embassy with offer- 
ings of complimentary gifts, as from a 
subject State, on bebalf of his own do- 
minions, numbering a population of 
100,000 households, and of the tribes 


of Bolor iff 2 ff 30,000 house- 
holds strong, to the Chinese court; and 
his envoy was received in 1762 by the 
emperor Kienlung, at an audience which 
was further distinguished by represen- 
tatives from Afghanistan, Kokand, and 
other Turkman and Kirghis nationali- 
ties. This was the first occasion 
on which the Afghans were brought 
into contact with China, and it 
was probably also the last.” The 
power and prestige of the Manchu 
dynasty bas waned in the hands of later 
Emperors, and Russian influence now 
piesses on Eastern, as it has over- 
shadowed Western, Turkestan. And 
the Ruler of Badakshan and his feudal 
Chief at Cabul look now to Calcutta 
instead of Peking. 





ETHNOLOGY OF CENTRAL ASIA. 
Tnar the first inhabitants of Central 
‘Asia were Aryans is a fact of which 
every day brings stronger proof, and 
this fact enables us to comprehend 
better the true state of affairs in Europe 
after the fall of the Roman Empire. 
The old theory that the Gauls, the 
Goths, and the Vandals were people 
who wantonly overthrew the old civili- 
sation of the West, and who afterwards 
disappeared in some mysterious manner, 
though never perhaps propounded by 
any writer of authority, was certainly 
prevalent in the school-days of many 
of our readers, and led us to form a 
very different idea of the real state of 
affairs from what they seem to be under 
the light of modern research. It may 
seem a curious paradox, but there are 
reasons for the belief that the early in- 
habitants of Europe were of an older 
type than meets us in what we have 
been led to consider the cradle of the hu- 
man race. In fact, that the last peopled 
spot on the face of the earth was that 








very district which we have been used 
to associate with the story of the 
creation. Books like Lyell’s Antiquity 
of Man have made us familar with 
the arguments which place human in- 
habitants in Europe ages before the 
slightest trace of history or tradition 
begins ; and from works like those of 
Sir John Lubbock or the late Dr. 
Faleoner, we can form some idea of the 
manners and customs of these remote 
progenitors of the species. So far, how- 
ever, as our own origin is concerned, 
swe have still to look to the countries of 
Central Asia as the birthplace of our 
race; the traditions of our origin are 
strengthened rather than weakened by 
the results of modern research, and our 
inheritance is shown to be, not with 
the builders of the fahlbauten and the 
kjdkkenméddings, but with the races 
who built the ruined cities of Bactria, 
and from the Pamir Steppe advancing 
East, South and West, carried with 
them the foundation of modern civilisa- 
tion. The test of language and tradi- 
tion binds together the tribes of the 
great dispersion from the banks of the 
Hiwangho to the voleances of Iceland, 
not to speak of their last great con. 
quest of the continents of North 
America and Australia, We are ac- 
customed to rend of Chinese Turkestan, 
and naturally to associate with it the 
idea that the inhabitants of Yarkand, 
Khoten, and Kashgar are tribes of 
wandering Turkomans. Even before 
Shaw had made his adventurous journey 
to Kashgar, this idea had been combated 
onthe ground that the names of the dis- 
triets were in many eases no Turkish 
but Aryan, Klaproth brought forward 
evidence to show that the physiognomy 
of many of tho ancient ces was 
Aryan, and authorities such as the 
writer of the Article on Central Asin 
in the Quarterly Review of Oct. 1866, 
pointed ont that the original seats of 
Axyan civilisation were to be looked 
for amongst the eastern Iranians of 
Sogdiana and Bactria. 

“To them,” says the writer, “ must 
be referred the old Greek traditions of 
the Bactrian Zoroaster, and the ontire 
framework of Persian historical ro- 
mance, culminating in ths famous epic 
of Firdousi, A more important evi- 
dence of the very high state of power 
and civilisation to which they attained, 
is to be found in the information re- 
garding them preserved by the ccle- 
brated Abu Riban, himself a native of 
the country, and the only Arab w 
who investigated the antiquities of the 
East in a true spirit of historical 
criticism.” Abu Rihan gave a copious” 
vocabulary of the old language of the 
country, the names of the twelve 
months, the thirty days of the month, 
the five Epagomine, the signs of 
the Zodiac, the seven planets and 
the mansions of the moon, Accord- 
ing to him, the solar calendar of 
Kharism was the most perfect scheme 
for marking time with which he was 
acquainted, and it was maintained by 
the astronomers that both the solar and

Immar zodinc had originated with 
them, being more regular than those 
adopted by the Greeks or Arabs. “ All 
this information” adds the writer of 
the article, “is exceedingly curious in 
its bearing upon the controversy which 
has so long raged in the scientific 
world, as to the superior antiquity of 
the Iunar zodiac used respectively by 
the Indians and Chinese, leading as it 
does to a suspicion that neither the 
one nor the other of these systems may 
have heen original, but that their 
similarity may be explained by their 
derivation from a common centre in 
Bactria, where astronomy was first 
cultivated by the Eastern Iranians.” 
Shaw, in his able account of his 
interesting journey to Kashgar, is forced 
to arrive at the same conclusion regard- 
ing the inhabitants of Eastern Turkes- 
tan. Conquered indeed by the Yuchi 
hordes in the second century before 
the Christian era, they had never again 
asserted their independence, but had 
adopted a Turkish language and Turkish 
manner. The stamp of the Iranian, 
even after twenty centuries of conquest, 
is still however marked; and Shaw 
could not help being strack with some 
of the inhabitants of Sarikul who had 
been removed from their homes by 
the orders of the Attalik Ghazee, for 
heve the evidence was even stronger in 
thei blue eyes, florid complexions and 
flaxen hair, By one of the most 
curions freaks of history, the races 
which some two or three thousand 
years ago set out from these regions 
to found a new civilisation destined to 
revolutionise the world, are now pouring 
back into their ancient seats. By an 
equally curious coincidence, the present 
ruler of Eastern Turkestan is no more of 
a Tork than his new subjects. A Tadjik 
of Aryan descent, and an inhabitant of 
Khokand, he was driven from his home 
by Russian aggression, Adopting the 
profession of arms, and finding Eastern 
Turkestan in rebellion against its late 
masters the Chinese, he lent his sword 
to the contest. Fortune promoted him, 
and eventually he became raler of 
the country he had helped to make 
independent. It certainly seems as if 
the days of the Turk were numbered. 
Essentially rulers amongst men, they 
have produced sovereigns like Genghis, 
‘Timour,and Baber. But with many noble 
qualities, their fortune has ever been 
to break down. No country has ad- 
vanced under Turkish rule, while from 
the desert of Gobi to the Black Sea 
their presence is marked by the ruins 
of former civilisation. Turkey and 
Bokbarn mark the only remaining 
Turkish States, Turkey is in lend- 
ing strings, and Bokhara as good as 
extinguished. The Persian and Af- 
ghan Kingdoms, thongh ruled by} 
princes of partially Turkish blood, can | 
searcely be looked upon as Turkish, | 
yet a state of dependence seems to be | 
in store for both. Civilisation will have i 
little to regret in the downfall of the} 
Turk, but it is a matter of some mo- 
ment, looking to the shattered remains 








of the Aryan tribes of Central Asia, 
whether or not they are capable of 
revivification. Can these dry bones 
live ? is a question that at once strikes 
us on seeing the scattered remains of a 
civilisation long ago passed away. 
Successive floods of conquest have not 
extinguished the Aryan physiognomy of 
the tribes of Central Asia, but Aryan 
energy seems ages ago to have died 
ont, else we should not have to search 
in the byepaths of history for the records 
of their ancient culture. The Sacce 
and Bactrians who submitted so quiet- 
ly to the power of the Persian empire, 
and who at one time threatened to 
swallow up the small states of Greece, 
were certainly not of less pure blood 
than their descendants the Yarkandese 
and Heratese of the present day; yet 
even at that time they had allowed 
their consins in the West to ontstrip 
them in the race of progress. 





Tn continuation of my last letter of the 
18th instant, regarding the Audience 
Question, I ‘have now the pleasure to 
furnish you with the following important 
news, just received from Peking, from a 
gentleman who was present :— 

“This morning at nine o'clock (29th 
June 1873) the Emperor of China received 
in formal audience the Representative 
Ministors of Great Britain, the Nether- 
lauds, France, Russia, the United States 
of America, and Japan, who delivered 


their letters of credence (ae to His 
Majesty. ‘The ceremonies of recep- 
tion were carried out in all respects in 
pean fashion, and were in every way 
satisfactory to ‘all parties concerned. 
His Majesty expressed his satisfaction 
at the receipt of the letters of credence 
from the different Sovereigns, enquired 
after their welfare, and stated his desire 
that all international foreign affairs 
should be conducted by the Tsungle 
Yamun to the satisfaction of the Foreign 
Ministers.—The Ministers of Germany, 
‘Austria, and Italy being at present away 
from Pekiny, on leave of absence 
Enrope, could not of course be at the 
audience.”

I have little to add to what you have 
already heard of the audience—cxcopt that 
it took place not in, but in a pavilion ad- 
joining, the Temple where the ‘Tributary 
ambassadors are habitually received. The 
Japanese Ambassador was received first, 
alone, whether in recognition of his rank— 
he being the only full Ambassador ac- 
credited to Peking—or to aroid the 
point of precedence that would arise ont 
Of this fact if all went together, I 
Teave you to. surn On his with- 
drawal, the Ministers for Russia, Ame- 
rica, England, France aud Holland were 
introduced in the order named—that of 
seniority ; and General Vlangally, as dean 
of the Ministerial Corps, read a brief con- 
gratulatory address, which the Emperor 
still more briefly but courteously acknow- 
ledged, throngh the medinm of Prince 
Kung.” The Ministers then advanced 
severally and placed their credentials on a 
table covered with yellow silk, in front of 
the throne, and the ceremony was over. 
M. de Geofroy only remaining to have a 
special audience and present the despatch 
by M. Thiers on the Tientsin massacre, 












































which he brought with him last year from 
France, for personal presentation to His 
Majesty. ‘The affair is said to have been 
rather gorgeous ; a great number of high 
mandarins being present in full official 
costume, and an immense number of on- 
lookers gathered along the approaches to 
the Temple. # 

On the 30th ultimo, a brother of his Bx- 
celleney Le Hung-chang, holding the rank 
of provincial criminal judge (Neetae), died 
at his brother's yamun after a two days’ 
illness. He had only returned from Pe- 
ing to this place three days before his 
death, ‘The usual Chinese ceremonies for 
the oceasion have since been taking place, 
such as prayers being offered up at the 
temple to the Gods, from time to time, by 
the members and people of the family. 

Dr. Williams, author of The Middle 
Kingdom, and Secretary to the United 
Sates Legation at Peking, strived ere 
from Shanghai in the S, 8, N. Co’s, steamer 
Shavse on the 2nd instant ; and proceeded 
by the river on to Peking on the following 

















day. 
Yesterday, the th July, being the day 
on which 97 years ago the people of the 
United States of America declared their 
country ‘free, sovereign, and indepen- 
dent,” was duly celebrated at this port, 
Mr.’ Joseph Steele, the commander of 
the S. S. N. Co's, steamer Shanse, the 
only American vessel in port—(the.shnelot, 
the United States vessel of war which had 
been stationed at ‘ientsin since last au- 
tum, having cleared out the duy before)— 
fired ‘at noon a national salute of tiwenty- 
one guns; the British steamer Appin, 
Captain Russell, also dressed ship for the 
oceasion, and ihe Consulates flew their 
gala flags. We will further presume to 
suppose that jn celebration of the event 
the tables of the American residents last 
night at dinner time groaned, to use the 
language of Sir Walter Scott,’ under the 
weight of good cheer, and that this 
was thoroughly enjoyed and. plenteously 
washed down in buinpers of champagne, T 
must once more place the fact on record, 
that the Chinese men-of-war in harbour 
colebrated a foreign fate by dressing ship ; 
this, and the anniversary of the Queen’s 
accession being the first occasions on which 
thoy have dressed ship in celebration of 
any foreign féte day. In China the Navy 
are apparently taking the lead amongst 
theotlicers of His Majesty, in recognizing 
international obligations. 
During the last few days wo have had a 
ge quantity of rain ; and we trust that 
it will have a beneficial effect on the millet 
crops, notwithstanding its late coming. 
Just ‘previous to the rains coming on we 
had four excessively hot days, caused 
by a sirocco southwest wind ’ blowing 
over tho hot lands southward. Rain, 
however, having fallen heavily all Inst 
night, with the wind from the East, made 
the aircool and pleasant this morning, and 
put down the thermometer to 68°.

NAGASAKI. 


As mentioned in the postscript to my 
last letter, the troubles in Chikuzen are, 
for the present at least, stopped. ‘The « 
Government post can now traverse the pro- 
vince ; but it will take some time before 
the ‘Telegraph is again working. I hav 
no doubt that the mediation of Kuro 
(the late Karo of the old Prince) will ad- 
just matters, and that concessions will be 
made on both sides. ‘The Government 
will hardly dare to neglect the warning of 
these troubles so as to decline all conces- 
sions. Fortunately for them rain has fallen 
freely during the last two days, and if the 
rice crop is not entirely saved, it stands 
every chance, now, of not being a total 
milure, This rain serves the Government 
more than a regiment of soldiers conld do. 
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"A Japanese gav: me the other day a very 
plausible reason for the delay in the usual 
wet season this year. ‘Our rice was 
planted this year according to the ens- 
tom of expecting rains in the sixth month ; 
but the people inust have forgotten that, 
if the Japanese Calendar had been pre- 

ved, there would have been 13 months 
4a this year (it being leap-year) ; therefore 
2 month’s delay in the rains is no fault 
of the Gods, but only of our Government 
who have adopted a wrong” Calendar.” 
Narukodo! perhaps similar reasoning 
will account for the general complaint 
throughout the world of all seasons being 
now much later than they used to be ; and 
if our own Almanac makers would ocea- 
sionally slip ina 13th month in our own 
Calendar, we might yet re-adjust the proper 
seasons to the proper montls. Europe 
has still something to learn from Japan.

SINGAPORE. 

The P. & O, str. Emeit from Hankow to 
London ‘with teas (Woosung 18th June) 
arrived at Singapore on the 30th ult. 
The British steamer Ottawa, Capt. Hutchi- 
son, is at present running between Singa- 
pore and Batavia, under charter to the MI. 
ML Co.—The Melbourne Herald of 16th 
Mareh last has the following parapraph 
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respecting a new cable line to connect 
Singapore with New Zealand :—“ Messrs. 
Liemen Brothers, of London, have accepted 
the terms proposed to them for cables 
between Singapore, Queensland, and New 
Zealand. The guarantee is fixed at 5 per 
cent, upon £1,000,000. ‘The term is to be 
35 years. ‘The tariff between Syduey and 
New Zealand 15s., and between Norman- 
town and Singapore £2 for 20 words. The 

eement is subject to the ratification of 
the Colonial Parliament. The details are 
to be arranged at London.”—The Strait 
Times has the following with regs 
roposed new line of steamers between 
Bingapore and Australia. “New South 
Wales, as the elder Colony, cannot bear 
that its vigorous younger sister, Victoria, 
should come to the front by becoming the 
head-quarters of mail communications, amd 
failing to frustrate this by combination 
with the other Colonies and New Zealand, 
has resolved, im conjunction with its 
northern neighbour, Queensland, whose 
views and interests are identical, to have a 
mail line of its own. ‘This is to beby Queens- 
land, Torres Straits, and Java, to this port 
of Singapore, to connect with the home- 
ward lines hence from China, We mder- 
stand that a company has been formed in 
London to establish a line of steamers for 
this purpose,—that they have obtained a 
subsidy of £20,000 for carrying the mails, 
and that three’ steamers are to be started 
asa beginning as soon as possible. ‘The 
steamer Sunjoo, already know in these seas, 
has been bought by the company, and 
when her necessary repairs aro completed, 
the will make the. frst trip from Singa- 
pore to Queensland, and it is expected 
she will start in autumn, We imagine 
that the company will by and by extend 
its line to Hongkong and New Zealand, 
and there is thus opened up to Stra 
sidents, who may become hipped or jaded 
and want a change, the pleasant prospect 
of atrip to a colder climate and newer 
scenes, at a small expense, instead of the 
atill formidable undertaking “of “going 
ome.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

*June 14th, —The Yamun forthe manage- 
ment of foreign affairs having petitioned 
that the foreign emissaries ) temporarily 
staying? in Peking, have fervently im- 
plored’? an audience in order to present 
to Us their foreign despatches: We now 
command that these foreign emissaries thus 
temporarily staying in Peking, who have 
despatches to present, be admitted to an 
andience. tes 

(2) Ying-yuen (GX FE) a President of 
the Board of Censors, petitions in reference 
to Wang Chaou-tung, a native of the Dis- 
trict of Hwae-ynen in the province of 
Gan-hwuy. ‘This plaintiff states that his 
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father is in trade, and when lately on his 
way home, was robbed by sharpers of 73 
dollars and more than 2,000 cash. They 
then murdered him by cutting off his hands 
and feet. These villains were arrested, and 
the Che-héen investigated the matter, but 
they escaped by bribery. ‘The other ofii- 
cials applied to refused to try the case, 
and referred it back to the Che-héen, 

(8) The same official petitions in re- 
ference to the following ease. Wang Yuug- 
fung, a native of Chang-ping-chow, in Shun- 
Ceen-foo, gives information that Yaou Sze- 
fang wanted to seize upon some land 
belonging to the plaintiff, and his mother 
being anxious about the matter went to 
Yaowt Sze fang’s house to entreat him to 
desist from his purpose, whereupon the 
latter poisoned her, and’ eseaped justice 
by bribery. ‘The plaintiff then brought 
his complaint. before the petitioner, and 
the prefect of Shun-t’éen was ordered to 
try the case. ‘This latter official referred it 
to the office of tho Northern Division of 
the Capital, but the son of tho official at 
that office being a friend of the police 
runner who received the bribe to favour 
the culprit’s escape, justice was again 
defeated. Hence the plaintiff again refers 
his case to the petitioner, who prays the 
Emperor to issne orders that it be properly 
investigated.—His Majesty replies that 
the case is recorded. 


(4) Ying Paou-she, (6 $$ Hf), Criminal 
Tudge for the province of 
holding the rank of Commissio 
venue, reports. Aft 
served as acting Commissioner of Revenue, 
the Emperor permitted him to resume his 
post as Criminal Judge, for which he now 
returns thanks. On the 4th day of the 
4th month he returned to his Yamun and 
received his seal and books from his locum 
teuens ; and having prepared a table and 
incense he worshipped towards the Em- 
peror’s paluey nd entered upon oftice.— 
His Majesty acknowledges the receipt of 
the despatel 

15th.—Ying Paow-she petitions in re- 
ference to the following case. According 
to the evidence of Chin Che-fan, he is 31 
years of age, and lives to the west of 
the village of T'éen-thow, gaining his 
livelihood by agriculture. ’On the night 
of the 25th of the Jith month of 
the 9th year of the present reign, 
a band of robbers came to his house and 
commenced beating at the door, which no 
one ventured to open. ‘The robbers then 
set fire to it, and four female members of 
his family were burnt to death, and his 
uncle was much injured. All the money 
and property together with the animals in 
the house were completely destroyed by 
the fire. The Che-héen held inquest on 
the bodies, and then gave orders for their 
burial. He also ordered the soldiers 
ned in the neighbourhood to go in 
pursuit of the ruffians. The latter even- 
tually escaped by bribery, and the peti- 
tioner prays the Emperor to issue orders 
for the thorough investigation of the affair, 
—His Majesty replies that the case is re- 
corded. 

(2) The same official petitions. The 
plaintiff in the present case is the widow 
of Shen T'sing-yan, an inhabitant of Chang- 
Khew District in Tse-na 
vince of Shan-tu 
Her husband's younger brother, named 
Shen Ming, was, from his infaney, given 
to her husband’s third uncle as an adopted 
on, In the 8th month of the 9th year ofs 
the present reign, Shen Ming, laying a plan 
to thieve, in combination with his cousin 
poisoned’ the widow’s own son, who 
only G years of age. He further bribed 
several companions, and assembling them 
together carried off all the widow's riee, 
clothes, and other property. He also car- 
ried away her sheep and seized upon her 
land. ‘The Che-héen ordered the culprit 
to restore everything which he had taken 
away ; Shen Ming, however, uot only dis- 

















































































obeyed this order, but even sold the widow 
herself to a man who lived at a distant 
place. She subsequently made her escape, 
and came to Peking in search of justice. 
1Gth.—The Board of Rites and Ceremo- 
nies petition that, on the 19th of the pre- 
sent month, no animals may be killed— 
The Sacrificial Board have presented the 
list of Ceremonies to be observed in sack? 
ficing to Earth ; and also petition the Em- 
peror to appoint a Reader of prayers for 
the occasion. His Majesty appoints Khing

(2) An Edict. Ngeh-lih-ho-poo and 
Khwei-chang report tha: a subcaptain 
of the lower division of the 5th grade 
has caused disorder in certain ~ bat- 
teries, and ask for instructions in this 
case. Kwei-khing was ordered from 
Keih-lin to occupy the post of sub-captain 
at Woo-loo-mith-tse, While on the road 
to his destination he conducted himself 
improperly, daring to beat the soldiers in 
the batteries he passed, aud demanding an 
excessive supply of sheep; a most out 
rageousand improper proceeding. Wethere- 
fore orders that sub-captain Kwei-khing, 
of the eighth degree of hereditary rank, be 
deprived of his honours and of his commiis- 
sion, and that he be handed over to the 
proper Board for punishment, as an exam- 
ple to others.

In the sixth year of the reign of the 
Emperor Heen-fung, in consequence of 
the lowness of the funds, the Deputy 
Governor of Hoo-nan petitioned that the 
money given to the fam \f soldi 
killed out of the province might be 
out of the funds of the province in which 
the latter fell in battle, and not out of 
the funds of the province from which they 
were detached. ‘lo this the Board con- 
sented, adding that if those who were 
slain left no wives, or children, or other 
relatives, then the money was to be ex- 
pended in sacrifices to the dead; but if 
the deceased left relatives behind, then, 
according to law, the compensation money 
must be given to them. ‘This rule how- 
ever, when put in practice, was found to 
give rise to confusion and ‘cheating, and 
the petitioner therefore prays that the old 
practice of giving away the compensation 
money in the provinces from which the 
soldiers wore detached, instead of in those 
in which they were killed or wounded, 
may be adhered to. His, Majesty refers 
the matter to the proper Board.

‘THE UNION INSURANCE SOCIETY OF CANTON. 


A general meeting of the shareholders in 
the above Company took place at Hong- 
kong on the Ist inst., T. Pyke, Esq., in 
the chair. Pressent:—Messrs. Sassoon, 
Joost, Loweock, Ryrie, Whittall, Leman, 
Dhunjeebhoy, Bie, André, Rowett, Jen- 
sen, Huntington, Karberg, Greig, Me- 
Donall, W. H. Ray, G. Heard, Benecke, 
Behre, Cordes, Deacon, Belilios, Linstead, 
Cairns and Tack-mee. 

‘he notice convening the meeting hay- 
ing been read, 

‘The Cuaruan said : The Directors have 
thought it advisable to call 2 meeting at an 
earlier date than usual to communicate 
their views in regard to the renewal of the 
Office, after the expiration of the present 
term on 3ist December next. The subject 
has occupied the attention of the Board for 
x considerable period, and after mature 
deliberation, the Directors hare come to 
the conclusion that the time has arrived 
for placing the Office on a different footing. 
‘The first important change the Directors 
submit for your consideration, is, increas- 
ing the number of shares to’ 500, of 
$2,500, with $500 paid up, instead of 250 

‘of $5,000 each, with §1,000 paid up, 
This change was in’ contemplation some 
few years ago, but I, with other members 
then on the Board, opposed it, because it 
was generally believed a larger number of 
shares could not be distributed with ad- 
vantage to the Society. Since then a 
change has taken place, and the Directors 
have come to the conclusion that the 
altered state of commerce has opened a 
wider field for the distribution of shares, 
and the Directors anticipate being able to 
place the proposed 500 shares with a good 
contributing constituency. The second 
proposed change is, to make the Office a 
continuous one, subject to a re-allotment 
of the shares annually by the Board of 
Directors. ‘The present system of reform- 
ing the Society every three years is attend- 
ed with considerable inconvenience ; the 
Directors therefore recommend the ch 
‘on the basis lately adopted by the Canto: 
Office. ‘The third contemplated change is 
doing away with the Reserve Fund. This 
is a point that provoked some discussion 
at the present Board of Directors, and was 
finally carried hy a majority of votes, that 
a Reserve Fund is not of vital importance 
to the good standing or, success of the 
Otice. During the past few years, the 
Directors have watched the marked sticcess, 
that has attended the agency in London of 
the North China Insurance Company. I 
beliove I may say the large increase in their 
business has far surpassed the most san- 
guine expectations of the promoters of the 
separate agency. Encouraged by such good 
results, the Directors propose to place the 
business of the Union Insurance Society 
on the same footing. To effect this change 
will necessitate the severance of long and 
friendly relations with the present respec- 
ted agents of the Office in London, Messrs, 
Dent, Palmer & Co., who hare conducted 
the business of the Society in an efficient 
and satisfactory manner, and it is with re- 
gret the Directors feel compelled to with- 
draw the agency in order to establish an 
indepondent branch, and to place the Office 
ona footing similar to the North China 
Insurance Company. 

‘The Cnarwax then proposed the first 
resolution, which was as follows :-— 

“That a New Society be formed, bearing 
the same title as the present one, ‘to com- 
mence business on the Ist Januazy, 1874, 
‘The capital amount to be paid up to be the 
same as the present society, but the num- 
ber of shares to be five hundred.” 

‘This was seconded by Mr. S. D. Sassoos, 
and carried unanimously. 

‘Mr. H. B. Lestaxn proposed the follow- 












































ing resolution, which was seconded by the 
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Honourable Mr. Rynre and carried ‘unani- 
monsly :— 

“That the Articles of Association be 
framed so as to provide for a continuous 
re-allotment of the shares by the then 
existing Board of Dirertors at the closo of 
each financial year, and likewise to enable 
the Directors to declare dividends yearly, 
or as often as the profits of the Society will 
permit of it,” 

Hon. Jas. Warrant then proposed the 
following resvlution, with reference to 
abolishing the Reserve Fund. He thought 
it was not necessary, as there had been no. 
call _on the reserve hitherto, and care 
would be taken in the allotment of shares. 
He instanced the Canton Ofiice, in which 
there was perfect confidence on the part 
of the pnblic, and where there was no 
reserve fund, and as this was to be a yearly 
Office, there wwas no necessity for it. 

Mr. Lowcock seconded the motion. 

Hon, Mr. Rowert thought a reserve 
fund necessary. ‘There might be sudden 
losses, and a loss of confidence might result 
from it. In the ease of the Canton Office, 
it was in the hands of a large firm, who 
would meet any serions call at once, 
whereas in this Office, if there were a heavy 
call, there would be an apparent. weakness 
at once manifested. 

After some further discussion, Mr. 
Rowerr suggested that there should never 
be a less sum than $250,000 in the hands 
of the Company, without a further call 
being at ouce made on the shareholders. 
‘This would be practically the same as a 
reserve fund, and would have the eflect of 
assuring the’ public that there was always 
this amount in the hands of the Company, 

Mr. Loweock observed that the business 
was almost entirely among the share- 
holders. ‘They now seldom got an outside 
risk. 

Hon. Mr. Rowerr suggested whether it 
would not be as well to get them, 

Hon. Mr. Rynre said that on the forma 
tion of the Office there was no mention of 
areserve fund, and as it hind been found 
that it was not wanted, it seemed clear 
that it was unnecessary. 

Hon. Mr. Rowerr then put an amend- 
ment, embodying his suggestion. 

Hon. Mr, Rynie suggested that a clauso 
such as Mr. Rowett proposed, would tend 
rather to weaken than to strengthen the 
Company. 

Mr. Diuxsrrnuoy suggested that such 
an amendment as Mr. Rowett proposed 
might have the precise effect of lessening 
the confidence of the public. ‘The security 
which they had, was the ability of the 
Directors to call’ up the capital whenever 
required. 

he ainendment being laid before the 
meeting, did not any seconder, 
and the original resolution was then put to 
the meeting, and carried, viz., proposed 
by Hon. Jas, Wrrrrant, and seconded by 
Mr. Lowoock 
‘hat there shall be no reserve fund.” 

Mr. Gneic then proposed— 

«That the present Board of Directors shalt 
act as a provisional committee for the purpose 
of organizing the new Society, registering the 
Articles of Association, and allotting the 
shares, and that when a sufficient number of 
shares'are allotted, the then shareholders shall 
be asked to elect their own directors, who will 
also take over the affairs of the present Society, 
for the purpose of winding up its business.” 

This resolution was seconded, and carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. McDovat asked whether the 
Society was to be registered under tho 
Limited Liability Ordinaneo. 

The Cuarnaas stated it was not. 

‘The Secretary observed the Society was 
not “limited.”

‘THE FRENCH EXPEDITION TO THE 
HOONGKISNG (TONQUIN). 

The above expedition arrived yesterday, 
(26th June) after an absence of eight 
months. We are indebted to the courtesy 
of M. Millot, the second command 
the expedition, for the following parti. 
eulars, which have been forwarded to us at 
his request by M. de la Forest, acting 
French Consul :-— 

On the 25th October last, the two French 
steamers Laoukai and Hoongkiang, together 
with a steam launch, left Hongkong, 
charged by the Tetai Mah of the Province 
of Yrmnan, to transport for him some mu- 
nitions of war by going up the Hoongkiang. 
or Red River, which traverses the Province 
of Tonquia, with the object of opening up 
a new trade route with that Province. 
The expedition was headed by M. Dupuis, 
merchant of Hankow, assisted by M. Millot. 
merchant of Shang! On the 9th Novem- 
ber they arrived at Tonquin, at the mouth 
of «river hitherto unknown to Europeans, 
called the Cuacw Here H. Dupuis had 
an interview with the Royal Commissioner, 
Li, formerly ambassador at Peking for the 
King of Annam, and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at Hué, who promised an an- 
swer from the King as to whether the expe- 
ion could proceed, within sixteen days. 
This time having expired, the Comm 
sioner said that he had not at tirst thought 
of it, but the affair being very important 
it would be necessary to wait several 
months—three at the least. Seeing clearly 
that th ply meant complete evasion, 
the expedition, upon the pretext that the 
water was salt’ and the climate unhealthy 
where they were, expressed their intention 
of proceeding a little higher up the river ; 
and after some little parley did so. After 
‘goingsomedistanceup this riveritwasfound 
to break off into four branches, one of which 
proved to be navigable, and by means of it, 
the vessels made their way successfully to 
the Red River, arriving in it on the 18th 
Decomber. They followed the River to 
Kecho, or Hatmii, the capital of Tonquin, 
where they arrived on the 22nd December. 
On arriving there, it was found that there 
was not enough water to permit the 
steamers to proceod,, and boats. were in 
consequence borrowed of the natives, not 
however without some difticulty on ac- 
count of opposition on the part of the 
Mandarins, After losing some time, in 
consequence of the bad disposition of the 
officials, M. Dupuis left Hanoi on the 
18th January. In ‘Tonquin two large re- 
bellions were found to be raging—one, the 
nearest to the capital, headed by i 
rebel chief named Kwang-tson 
that which is more to the north, 
to the last city of Tonquin, called Laou-kai, 
commanded by another Chinese named 
Leavu-yuen-foo. On arrival at the camp of 
the Amamites, the general sent his aide-de. 
camps to welcome Mr. Dupuis, who con- 
tinued hisrouteand met with therebels, who, 
however, proved friendly, and gave him 
the necessary men to pull his boats. The 
orthem rebels ‘were equally friendly 
‘Mr. Dupuis, who speaks Chinese perfectly, 
was begyodl by the rebel chiefs to request 
the Chinese Authorities in Yannan t 
pardon them, and to receive them back 
and the Mandarins to whom he men- 
tioned the circumstances later, were not 
indisposed to accept the proposition. 
On the 20th February, the expedition 
arrived at Laou-kai; and on the 25th, 
M. Dupuis directed his course to Sin-kai, 
‘the residence of a Pai-y savage, named 
Yang-ming, who received the travellers 
very well. On the 4th March the expedi- 
tion arrived at Manghow, the port in Yun- 
nan where the navigation of the Red River 
ceases, which river itself takes rise in the 
western part of Yunnan, near the town of 























































































| Tali-foo, bordering on Thibet. Mr. 
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then left onthe Gth Blarch, ‘with’ his 
Chinese Mandarin Li, for the’ capital of 
Yunnan, named Yunnan-foo, where he 
arrived ‘on the 1Gth. The expedition re- 
port that the Province of Yunnan is at 
present almost pacified. ‘The town of 
Tali-foo, formerly the rebel stronghold, 
was recovered through the treachery of 
some of the rebels on the 9th January, and 





f | the territory occupied by the rebels in the 


South-East part of Yunnan, under the 
command of numerous chiefs, who had 
rendered themselves almost independent 
since the revolution in Yunnan. Oue 
part of the rebels has been entirely defeated 
by the Imperialists, and the other has 
miade its submission. ‘The great chief of 
Ling-ngan-foo, named Leong-tz-may, was 
assassinated by one of his officers in August, 
1872. ‘The assassin seized the command, 
but was shortly after attacked by the 
Tmperialists, who became masters of the 
place. The second great chief was Chang, of 
Mong-lsze, who, frightened by all these 
defections, decided upon rendering back to 
the Imperialists all that was under his 
control. ‘The other small chiefs then all 
submitted. All these defeats and submis- 
ions took place inSeptember, Ostober, and 
November, 1872. ‘The cause of the giving 
up by treason of Tali-foo, under the com- 
mand of Teou-ven-shu, the great Mahome- 
dan chief, was the apprehension cansed to 
the chiefs under his order by the defections 
and submissions above mentioned, and the 
fear of seeing the Imperialists arrive with 
all their troops united to crush the city. 
At present nothing remains in the rebel 
hands but three cities near Burmah, which 
the Tetai of Yunnan should be at present 
attacking, with the assistance of the several 
French gunners, and the material trans- 
ported by M.’ Dupuis. Marshal Mah, 
and the other authorities of the province, as 
well as the general population, were de- 
ited with. the success of the expedition, 
which will afford a new route to the coun- 
try, and open it to connection with Kuro- 
pean commerce, and provide a market for 
the rich mineral and other products of the 
province, 

Before Mr. Dupuis took his leave of 
Marshal Mah, he was supplied with an 
escort of 53 soldiers to accompany him to 
the capital of ‘Tonquin, where he arrived 
after receiving the same cordiality from 
the rebels, the Aunamite mandarins show- 
ing perfect indifference, He arrived at 
Hamoi on the 30th April. He brought 
with him about 100 Chinese boatmen, to 
carry up salt for the troops in Yunnan. 
The Mandarius in the capital of Touquin 
got up a number of difficulties, which de- 
tained the Laoukai and a Chinese junk 
which they had chartered to the dth June. 
This portion of the expedition left that 
day for Hongkong, under the direction of 
ML. Millot, with two civil Mandarins, and 
a military Mandarin cousin to Marshal 
Mah, who commanded the escort of M. 
Dupuis. After touching at Hainan, and 
staying for five are coaling at H ‘oy 
they reached Hongkong yesterday, at 13 
o'clock. 

‘Mr. Dupuis remains with the other part 
of the expedition, the Hoougkiany, the 
launch, and his escort, to keep open the 
route, his chief object being, while benefit- 
ting Yunnan, to throw open the large 
trade of Tonquin to Europeans generally. 

During the whole time the expedition 
were in Tonquin, the Europeans ex- 
perienced the best reception from the 
population, who have the greatest desire to 
see foreigners arrive to open their country, 
and to relieve them from the oppression 
and squeezing of the Mandarins, who are 
looked. upon with the bitterest’ contempt 
and the deepest hatred. Although the 
Hoongkiang was not navigable past the 
capital at the time the expedition arrived, 
there is plenty of water during eight mon! 
of the year, when the tide is high—Daily

Shanghai, July 8th.

Susxze v. F, B. Jounsos. Ss 

Claim for Ts. 1,250 on a building account. 

Mr. Eases for plaintiff. 

Mr. Ressre for'defendant, 

‘The petition of the plaintiff showed (1) that 
about the 13th Dec. last it was agreed be- 
tween the plaintiff and F. B. Johnson that 

laintiff should build for him 50 Chinese 

jouses at the north end of Honan Road, and 
that in cousideration thereof the defendant 
should deliver up to plaintiff certain old 
Chinese houses and pay to him the sum of 
Fis, 3,850. (2) The plointf? had duly. per: 
formed his part of the agreement, and had 
delivered possession thereof to the defendant, 
and the defendant had delivered to the plain- 
tiff the aforesaid old Chinese houses, ‘and paid 
to him the sum of Tis. 2,600 on account, leav- 
ing the sum of Tis. 1,250 still due from defen- 
dant to plaintiff, but the defendant, though 
neglected and refused to pay 
‘he plaintiff further said that 
un 
1,230 for work done, and labour and 
8 supplied ; and that was the amount 
of his present claim. 

Defendant's answer to the petition was 
(1) that he did not agree with the plaintiff as 
was stated in the petition. (2) That, plaintiff 
did not perform his part of the said agree- 
ment, and that the sum of ‘lls, 1,250 
not due from him to the plaintiff a8 there 
alleged. (3) As to the third paragraph of 
the petition ‘the defendant says “that he 
never was indebted as alleged. (4) And, in 
further answer to the same paragraph, the 
defendant says that the plaints indebted 
to him in the sum of S. ‘ls. 200 for use of 
defendant's premises, ete., and for monies lent 
by defendant to the piaintift, or paid by 
defendant for the plaintiff at his request. 
(5) The defendant brings the sum of Tls. 150 
into Court, considering that. this_is sufficient 
to satisly {he claim ofthe paint 

‘Mr. antes said it was a very curious case, 
and one which perhaps ought not to have 
been brought into Court, and he had done 
his utmost to get the ties to settle the 
matter amicably but had failed. ‘Che plaintiff 

making his claim upon au agreement not 
signed by the defendant, but which seemed to 
meet with iis approbation in the first instance, 
‘The agreement was that plaintiff should erect 
50 Chinese houses at Tis. each, but the 
defendants now took a very different view of 
the matter, and said plaintiff was to build the 
fifty houses and receive only what they 
worth. It seemed to him that their position 
was an untenable one. An agreement was 
made on the 3rd Decembor between George 
Ford, as agent for the proprictor of ‘the ground. 
at the north end of Honan Road, and Sunkee 
a builder at Shanghai, to build a certain 
number of houses; and one clause of the 
spreement was to the effect that the materials 
of 57 houses named should, if pronounced 
sorvicable for the next 10 years, be used in 
their construction. On the 13th December, 
this agreement was puton one side and another 
one drawn up and executed by both parties, 
though it was not sealed ; but the only change 
it effected was that ten hongs of 50 houses 
should be erected at Tis. 150 each, and that 
no old material should be used. Eventually, 
the houses having been duly erected, a dist 
pute arose between the parties as to the agree- 
mont ; and Mr, Lester was engaged by defen- 
dant and Mr. Kingsmill by the plaintiff, to 
value the houses, but as they could not agree 
bn the. selection’ of an, umpire, it had. fallen 
through. A set-olf of Tis. 200'for rent was 
pleaded, and it was the most wonderful set-off 
ie had ever heard of, as nothing was said in 
the document, bout’ rent, and plaintiff had 
nover agreed to pay any. 

Waxe SuNKER.said—I am a builder and 
contractor. I agreed with George Ford’ in 
December last, as the agent of defendant, to 
build some houses in Honan Road. I produce 
two memorandums written in English at 
Jardines, and translated by defendant's com

beena builder fornine years. I built them as 
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usually build houses at the price offered, Tis. 
150; and they were built as well as those by 
other contractors. In negociating for the 
prices of these houses Mr. Ford, who had pre- 
viously been on good terms with me, told me 
to put them down at Tis. 180, while Thad 
only said put them down at Tis. 190 each. 
‘Mr. Kord first wanted 5 and afterwards 77. 
Ultimately I said I would build them for T= 
150 each, Mr. Ford saying he would charge 
me 5 % on the contract. 

‘Mr. Eases said this was the first time he 
had heard of the Tis. 120. 

‘Witness continued.—Mr. Ford said if I put 
down Tis. 120 he would charge 7 per cent. 

‘Mr. Forp, in reply to his Honour, denied 
anything having been said about Tis. 120 or 
‘Tis. 180. 

Examination continued.—Mr, Ford himself 
superintended the building, aud he only once 
found fault with some small piles which had 
deen used, and these were changed. The first 
time anybody on behalf of defendant objected 
to the value of the houses was about a week 
after the work was finished, when Mr. Ford 
told him that the houses ‘were not worth 
‘Ts, 150 each. I gave up possession of the 
houses at the end of the 3rd moon, and they 
have been occupied. 1 occupied the houses on 
Canton Road for two months before {paid 
rent to Bisset and Co., and neither Mr. Ford 
nor defendant told me I was to pay rent for 
those two months, 

Cross-examined.—I took possession of the 
houses under the contract about the middle 
‘of January. I signed the first contract (pro- 
Guced) on the 3rd December. I entered into 
a second contract on the 16th, because I found 
that the material belonging to the oli houses 
was rotten. Between the making of the 1st 
and 2nd contract [ learned that the land on 
which the old houses stood was to let from 
the Ist February, Before I signed the second 
contract I arranged with Mr. Bissct to take 
the lease of the land. For two months’ 

rior to this I received $60 as rent from the 
fenants, ‘The new houses were worth quite 
‘Ts, 120 without the fixtures. ‘The hollow 
walls were worth from Tis, 9.50 to Tis. 10. 
The door frames were worth ‘Tis. 16. “The 
Ningpo paving, was worth Ts. 10; aud the 
‘step Jadders ‘Ts, 2. The houses were con- 
structed in the best and most workmanlike 
manner, and worth fully Tis. 150. 

Re-examined.—I had not seen any notice 

rior to the Ist February that the land was to 

let. I gained nothing by the building of the 
houses ; on the contrary I lost by the transac- 
tion.

‘'T, W. Kixosuitt, architect, sworn, stated 
—Thave seon, the houses in question and ex. 
amined them in the middle of April last. 1 
have examined and built a good many Chinese 
houses and know how they are usually con- 

















structed. I went through three or four of | have 


the blocks. I thought they were very fairly 
built; the external walls are particularly 
good, and the construction generally fair. I 
Value the houses at Tis. 14 each, [ wrote a 
letter giving a valuation to Mr. Lester on Sth 
May. In that letter 1 make a deduetion on 
account of a partition wall. Mr. Lester had 
made a valuation on behalf of Mr. Ford, and 
I partly agreed with it and partly did not’ I 
went into the matter on Mr. Lester's figures, 
and Tuow read my Jetter to bim. A Chinese 
house is considered to be the distance between 
two frames, including house and cookhouse, 
when builtin a row—not in hongs. In this 
case the houses were divided by five walls 
and passage into blocks of four each. A Chi- 
ete house is ordinarily 22 ft, x these 
are 19 x 11; they could not have been larger 








on the ground, tho 
usual empty space left here. It is only usual 
to have a passage between each two blocks. 
Leaving out the passage ways_and taking the 
cookhouses in, the houses might have 
made full size, but they would not then 
have been of sucha class. I could get 
such houses built for less than Tls. 150. I don’t 
wish to alter my estimate of Tis. 142 even 
now. 

‘To Mr. Resste—I value the houses in my 
letter of 25th April to Mr. Lester at Ts, 105 
The difference between my two letters is due 
to my having gone into the matter more eare- 
fully. On taking into consideration all the 
deductions made by Mr. Lester, I deemed it 
right to increase the basis of value of the 
houses by Tis. Seach. ‘The only cut [ bave 
made is Tis, 38 for inferior brickwork on each 
block of ten houses. Surveying Chinese 
houses is part of my business. 1 looked at 
the size of the beams and found them 7 to 74 
inches. 1 found none rotten. I dou’t know 
what piles might be used—I would, to support 
such walls, use 4 to 5 feet piler. i asked two 
or three Chinese contractors about the work, 
but did not take any estimates. I have built 
better and worse hongs than these—none 
exactly the same. Ou my own knowledge 
mainly I value the houses. 

‘Two Chinese witnesses Mr. Eames wished 
to call, it was found, were not in Court. It 
was arranged that the defendant should 
meanwhile go on with his case, and these 
witnesses be called later. 

Mr. Ressre, in introducing the defendant's 
case, said the Court having placed an inter- 
pretation upon the memorandum of 13th Dec., 
—the only interpretation of which, he appre- 
headed, it was susceptible, it. wis unneces: 
sary for him to argue further upon that ; and 
the only question was, whether the houses 
were worth ‘ls. 150 or 80 much, as to which 
the Court kindly undertook the office of wm- 
pire between the different valuations already 
made with a view to the settlement of the 
matter. Between the respective estimates of 
the two valuators, the Court would have to 
decide in a great measure. Defendant had 

aid an amount into Court on the basis of 

1. Lester's valuation, and upon that valua- 
tion, putting aside all technical objections, 
his client took his stand. He would call Mr. 
Lester and Mr. Kidner, and upon the evi- 
dence they gave would ask the Court 
to say that Lester's valuation was 
afair one throughout, and was amply sufficient 
to compensate the plaintiff for the work he 
did on these houses, | Acsorng to Mr. King- 
smill’s valuation, there would be Tis. 450, or 
‘Tis. 9 a house, to be subtracted from the sum 
originally agreed on, and according to Mr. 
Lester there should be Tis. 900, or Tis, 18 a 
house. ‘The sum claimed by plaintiff was 
Tis. 1,250; defendant had paid ‘Tls. 150 into 
Court’and pleaded a set-off as to Tis. 200, and 
if this were admitted, the sum paid into 
Court was, under Mr. Lester’s valuation, 
sufficient. "As to the set-off, he thought it 
right to plead it, partly because defendant 
had actually to pay a sum of Tis. 200 as rent 
for the land which bad been occupied and 
employed by the plaintiff for his own 
purposes, and partly because plaintiff was 
suing for an amount which, according 
to his own confession, he was not 
titled to recover. As to the modification 
of the first contract, that was because 
plaintiff found the old houses could not be 
easily removed, and put tenants into them, 
setting $ 1502 month rent. He was to have 
ffad ‘THe. 3,850 and the value of the old mate- 
rial as gole remuneration for the work, where- 
as he took the benefit of a rent he should 
paid to defendant towards the amount 
of ground-rent which had to be paid. The evi- 
dence he was now about to bring would com- 
pletely prove to the Court the inferiority of 
the building in the houses claimed for and 
their comparatively little value. 

Gronce Forp, sworn, -My business is 
collecting rents, erecting Chinese houses and 
baying and selling land. I look after build- 
ing and make contracts, and in that res 
doa great deal for Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
Ihave had 10 years’ experience. The contract 
of 3rd Dec. is made out in my name. After 
it was made plaintiff began to pull down cer- 
tain houses, and removed several roofs. He 
afterwards stopped and when I asked why, 
said he had a notice from Bisset & Co., about 
renting the ground. He next wanted to

‘To Mr. Eaxtes—I went at plaintiff's request 
to Mr. Johnson about the second contract, 
and mean to charge plaintiff commission, but 
he hag not paid yet. 1 charge hiun 5 per cent 
‘commission for superintending the job, ls. 130 
for 7 months’ work. I negociated the second 
contract as agent for the contractor. I was 
acting in Mr. Johuson’s interest, Plaintiff 
promised to pay me, and I don’t care who 
pays me so that I am paid for my work. I 
really acted in the interest of both. Any- 
thivg I do for Jardine’s they pay me for. In 
seeing that the work was well done I am 
acting in the interests of the defendant, I 
might be absent from the work for 6 hours at

It is a part of my business to 
survey them for Fire Insurance Cos. f know 
the blocks in question, I undertook to endea- 
your to arrive at a valuation of them in con- 
junction with Mr. Kingsmill. My estimate 
was Tis. 132, I valued the houses by them- 
selves at Tis. 105 each. I found the work- 
manship very inferior—just such as you would. 
get for Tis. 105. ‘The materials are badly put 
together. ‘I allowed Tis. 7 for each house for 
bad workwanship. I could sign a contract 
with a respectable Chinese builder whom T 
know at any time to build the same houses at 
‘Tis. 132 each. 

Gross-examined.—The workmanship is 
poorer than it ought to be in houses of 
their description.

By his Wousurr.—There were a great many. 
people about at th ie, and numbers of 
Wheelbarrows on both sides. I had received 
instructions to report such eases. I have not 
had to report any other ease. Drivers always 
draw up slightly as they are crossing a june- 
tion, although they may previously have been 
going at a good rate. 

Cross-examined by Derexpaxt.—I did not 
see from whence defendant started ; he was 
driving a grey pony, which usually holds its 
head very high. 

DrvesDAsT said he could not remember the 
occurrence, as it happened a fortnight ago, 
and he presumed he had just started from his 
office and was going home at the time. His 
pony always started fast, but be should think 
it niost probable that he drew up when passing 
the junction. 

His Worst asked how it was that the 
summons 3vas issued so long after the alleged 
offence had heen committed. 

Mr. Pesroup said the report was first sent 
in to the Municipal Couneil, and it was left 
for them to give orders as to the issuing of the 
summons. 

Drvespaxt observed that he was Inbouring 
under the difficulty of not remembering the 
time or occasion, as no accident had happened 
to impress it upon bis mind. 

His Worsittr.—Yes, but you must not wait 
until an accident occurs before you see the 
propriety of driving slower. 

FEDAST said he had driven fast ponies 
for several years, and he could swear that 
he never injured anyone or met with any 
accident, and ‘with only one trivial exception 
he had’ never yet even collided with a 
wheelbarrow. He believed himself to be a 
very good whip; and he thought his Wor- 
ship would find that accidents occurred only 
when ponies were being driven by careless 
mawfoos or unskilfal drivers. For his part he 
considered there was no danger in fast drivin, 
if the individual in charge were only a 
Griver. He had never had any accident with 
his ponies, and he was not in the habit of 
driving slowly. Before he bought the present 
pony, he considered he was unsafe, ashe 
always ran with his head up in the air, but 
finding he was a good pony he had not taken 
the trouble to keep his head down, and so it 
was not very likely to shy at anything on the 
ground. The police and public of Si i 
would always think that the pony was 
dangerous on seeing him for the first time, 
but they formed a very incorrect opinion. 

His Worsstr—The policeman has seen you 
driving the same pony before? 

‘The Cosstane said frequently, buthe never 
before saw defendant drive so furiously. With 
reference to a remark made by defendant, he 








































wished to state that defendant had “not just’ 
started from office when he saw him on 
the present occasion. Witness was standing 
at the junction, and watched him coming up: 
the road. 

Derexvaxt—I can’t remember the occasion 
at all, and so 1 can’t assert that I was just 
from the office ; but I most positively 
that I was driving at the rate of over 15 mil 
an hour; my pony can’t do it; C have time 
him scien and he has never attained that 

‘His Worsaur asked the constable how he 
arrived at the estimate of 15 miles an hour. 

‘The Coxstance said he had since timed his 
speed from the corner of Fohkien Road to the 
Nankin Road Bridge, which was a distance of 
about one-third of a mile, and he did it in one 
minute. Another policeman was with him at 
the time, and he was positive he was correot. 
He had taken the opportunity of timing him 
in order to make sure he was not mistaken in 
charging him with driving at 15 miles an hour 
on the occasion now before the Court. 

Derexpast said that, not remembering the 
case connected with the present charge, he 
could only rely fora defence upon the fact 
that he had not met with an accident during 
the whole time of his keeping fast ponies, & 
period of nearly nine years. 

His Worsnir said what one could do 
here nine years back, could not be done now, 
‘The place'was much larger, and the tratfie in- 
creased proportionately; and as a matter of 
fact acekdlents through fast driving had oc+ 
curred. 

DErENDAsT.—Yes, where the ponies were 
driven by inexperienced drivers. 

His Worsurr said the authorities could not 
possibly tabulate the rate of speed not to be 
exceeded by the various kinds of drivers in 
Shanghai,—the good, bad, and indifferent— 
‘but could only lay down a general rule for all 
concerned. In bis opinion he was satisfied 
that, giving credit to the evidence of the 
constable though without accepting his figures, 
defendant had exceeded what was a safe and 

roper speed. The constable had seen him 

rive scores of times, and the present was the 
only occasion upon which in his judgment 
defendant was driving too fast. 

Derexpast—I always go at tho same pace. 

His Worsirr—You may think so. 

Devexpast—I know it. I never carry a 
wii; Talwaye cot with a loose rein. au 

jeny having a whip to urge my pony on the 
cccasion in’ question. “And {digo maintain 
that I did pull up just bofore passing through 
the junction. I'slways do so, and { feel sure 
that I did it then through custom. 

His Woxsuir asked if Mr. Penfold pressed. 
for any penalt} 

Mr. ‘FOLD said he wished to leave the 
matter entire]; the hands of his Worship. 
An expression of opinion would perhaps be! 
all that was necessary. 

His Worsutr said that being so, as he had 
already expressed his opinion, he would say 
no more at present, further than to direct 
defendant to pay the costs of the summons.

His Worsutr ordered them each to forfeit 
six days’ pay, to pay the costs of the sum- 
mons, and to go back to their duty.

R, v. J.C. Brows, 

Derespast, who is a seaman on board the 
str. Teviol, was charged with being absent 
without leave, and with using abusive and 
insubordinate language to his superior officers. 

Derespant said he felt so bad in his head 
that he did not know what he had been doing. 
He believed he had a sunstroke. 
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‘The Cuter Orricer said defendant had 
eave to go on shore on the Ist but he did not 
return until the 4th. On Sunday some of the 
‘crew gave him some drink, and he became 
‘very violent from its influence. 

‘DerENDANT said he had not been able to eat 
anything since Sunday, and he felt very queer. 

Witness said a vloctor came aboard every 
aay, sometimes two or three times. 
‘Bhs Wonsuie-—t suppose it is the drink 
that has made you ill. 

‘Defendant was ordered to pay the costs 

of the summons, also of a summons he had 
reviously taken out against the eaptain, (as 
had not appeared whien the ease was to have 
come before the Court), and was advised to ap- 
ly to the doctor on his return to the ship, if 
felt ho needed advice. 
R, (Amecta Hanis) v. Josep Harris. 
Assault. 

Comprarsast stated :—Defendant is my 
husband. Last Friday night I went to the 
Rose and Crown tavern to see the proprietress, 
and stayed: to dinner at her request. At 
9.30 p.m., my husband came in, and told her 
he wanted to see me, I was in the dining- 
room, and he came in’ and motioned me to 
him, ‘aud roughly said he wanted me to go 
home with him, I said no, I wouldn't just 
yet, whereupon he abused me and ealled me 
abnd name, and struck me on the back of 
the neck with his fist and knocked me down, 
I got up and asked him what he did that for, 
but he repeated the blow in the same place, 
and Lagain fell to the floor. When I was down 
he struck me with his umbrella, I went to the 
door and called a policeman, aud told him 
what had occurred, but he would not, take 
my husband into custody. I said if he 
wouldn't arrest him he must take me, as 1 
was afraid of my own life, T then went to 
the French police station. ‘The officers said 
they had no accommodation for me, and 1 
replied I should he quite satisfied to sit there 
all aight. “In. the’ meantime my husband 
himself wont to the English police station, 
and, in consequence of what he said, an 
English policeman was sent for me. I went to 
‘that station, where [ remained until Saturday 
morning. During the day T again went to the 
Rose and Crown “Tavern ; and in the evening 
my husband called in and asked me to go 
home, I said [ was frightened, and afraid to 
go, with him, but rather than eause another 

isturbance I did return with him. 

His Worsuir—Where have you been since? 

ComPLatxaxtT—At his house. 

DereNpaxr said every night for the last 
two weeks his wife had left the house at about 
9or 10 o'clock, and gone to see the proprie- 
treas of the Rose and Crown Tavern. He was 
‘on night duty, and on Friday night last, 
which was the first time he had detected her 
whereabouts, finding her away from home as 
usual, he went to the Tavern in question, 
and ‘on looking through the window h 
saw her sitting with two foreigners. 
‘Whey were drinking champagne and sing- 
ing “I won't go home till morniug.” ‘The 
tune appeared to suit his wife immensely, for 
pen they, finished she ran up. to ono of 
‘the men and put her arms round hi 






































im. Shortly 
afterwards, seeing they had caught sight of 
him, he went in and, having called the Iand- 
lady, told her she’ would do him a great 
kindness if she allowed his wife to come 
home, but as she refused to come he gave her 
slap on the jaw with his open hand. He did 
not use his fist in the manner she had stated, 
or he might have broken her neck. She tried 
to get a night's shelter at the French police 
station, but the officers would have nothing 
todo with her. Everybody in the coucession 
knew what she was. "He accordingly went to 
the English police station, and told Mr. Pen- 
fold what had occurred, ‘and an officer was 
sent for her and she remained at the English 
station all night. On Saturday night she was 
at the Rose and Crown again, and a part of 
the same performance was gone through with. 
He was there at 10.30 p.m., and learned that 
she and the proprietress had gone out for a 
walk. He stayed in the room, and presently 
there were two knocks at the back-door. ‘The 
boy was sent round to see who was there, and 
it turned out to be two Foreigners... After. 
wards another knock was heard, —fol- 
lowed by the entrance of his wife, who was 
all ready for a Saturday night’s spree. He 
told her he should not stop there, and they 
shortly afterwards left together. She, bow- 
ever, instead of going home, hired a ‘wheel- 

















barrow, and went all round the settlement. 
She ap) determined to have her spree 
out, and he was equally as determined not to 
Jet her ; and although he knew he should have 
ten hours’ watch the next day he followed 
her, and they did not get home till 2 o'clock 
in the morning. His salary was not_ large, 
Wut he had done his utmost to keep his wife 
ikea lady. She had three chests of clothing 
now ; and he had not had five suits since he 
had been in Shanghai. She could not truth- 
fully say but that he gave her a strict account 
of every dollarhe spent. But she was taking up 
with a disreputable lot, and his kindness had 
no effect upon her. Only the other day she 
wanted some money, Saying money she 
wanted and money she would have; and 
he said he would let her have the §20 she 
asked for if she would only wait till he re- 








ceived his w. Bat in consequence of the 
heat to which he was exposed, he was too 
dizzy on the evening of his pay-day to go out 


with her to purchase her things, and she 
thereupon said she would go out ‘and find a 
man to pay for them. 

Comrtatsasr said she never wished to live 
with her husband again. 

His Worsur.—Why, has not he provided 
you with a good home? 

ComPLalsas ie house is surrounded by 
Chinese day and night, and [cant stand it, 
and wont live with bim. 

His Worst, —What aredefendant’s wages? 
Derespaxr.—$43 per month, 











Worsuir.—Did he pay for the dress

His W resses you very well, 





and Tshould think he wouldn't in othier res 
peets treat you badly 

CosrLalsast.—He loves me one minute, 
and would eut my throat the next. He's so 
jealous of me, that he gocs to everybody's 
house and runs me down, aud would like to 
shut me up altogether I suppose. 

“fons Thowas Jostay, Vermaa at the Rose 
and Crown Te aid on Friday evening de- 
fendant eame and asked for his wife. He short- 
ly afterwards heard a disturbance going on be- 
tween thom, and saw defendant strike his 
wife several times about the head with his 
hand. His evidence threw uo further light 
upon the matter. 

Derespast said his wife hai no right to 
so to the Tavern. She not only went there; 

mut she also frequented the house of another 
female friend on the French Concession. 
Comprarsast said she was determined 
nover to return to her home again from this 
date, She bad never loved fer husband, 
not, and never should ; she didn’t want to 
nything to do with him, and would go 
where she liked. 

His Woustrr did not consider that com- 
plainant had acted either wisely or prudently. 
She had shewn a spirit of disobedience all 
through, and did not seem to have attempted 
to reconcile matters. 

Compnarxaxt.—No ; and I will never try 
to make him happy.” He used to strike me 
when I lived in the other house, and although 
I went to Mr. Penfold I got no satisfacti 

His Worsutr said, judging by her pre- 
sent conduct, perhaps she weserved it. She 
had evidently acted as disobediently as ‘she 
could. She had frequented the very places 
she had the least right to beat, ani had shown 
all along a strong desive to irritate and annoy 
her husband. “The very fact of her going 
round the Settlement in a wheelbarrow, was 
in itself an obstinate, senseless thing to do. 

Comrcatsaxr.—Yes, I did so because he 
was following me. 

‘His Worsuir.—Why do you go to see thi 
landlady ? 

Comriatsaxt.—Because I have no company 
at home. 

His Worstrr.—Does she supply you with 
the champagne? 

SULAINANT.—Oh, no. 

His Worsinr.—Who, then ? 

Comrtarsaxt.—The ‘people who frequent 
the house. 

His Worsuir.—I ain quite satisfiqd that 
you have no one but yourself to blame in this 
imatter. 

Cospiarsast then left the Court in a state 
of considerable excitement, saying that she 
was now subject to English law, but she was 
a Portuguese, and she would go and register 
herself at the Portuguese Consulate that mo- 
ment; see if she woulda’e.

‘The Arsenal Coal Case. 

‘The enquiry into the short delivery of coal 
from the Duke of Abercorn was continued 
yesterday, the Court sitting for this purpose 
during the whole of the afternoon. Mr. 
Waixkweicur appeared for the prosecution, 
in the interests of the ship, and' Mr. Hawes 
for the defence, on behalf of the Stevedore. 

Mr. Eastes asked whether his client Chun- 
a-sing was before the Court as a defendaut or 
as a witness. 

His Honor replied that, from Chun 
relation to the imatter being inquired into, it 
was advisable to have his evi it 
pended on the result of the evidence yeue- 
rally however, whether he would be regarded 
as a witness merely or as a principal. 

‘Mr. Eases observed that if his client was 
Dresentas a wituess merely, he had nothing to 

fo with the ease; but if as a defendant, then 
ie appeared to watch it on his behalf. He 
called attention to the fact that A-Sing had 
only been on board the ship once, to make 
the agreement ; and he was not responsible 
for the actions of his employés, even grantin 
that these employés had been concerned in 
the amatter complained of. 

It was explained that the hearing was of 
the nature of a preliminary inquiry, with a 
view to fix respousibility for the defalcations 
complained of. 

‘The evidence of a Chinese witness was then 
taken, but disclosed nothing definite. An 
extract from the books of Chun Asing’s coal 
hong was put in, showing that 21 tons of the 
coal liad heen received into the godown there, 
instead of being carried to the Arsenal. This 
extract had been made in the presence of 
Inspector Fowler, but Mr. Wainewright ob- 
Jected to its being accepted as evidence, since 
it was only a secondhand statement, and even 
the writer was not in Court to attest it. 

























‘The Magistrate did not think the evidence 
was very conclusive, and he was not satis- 
fied either as to the responsibility or crimi- 
ality of the stevedore. "No proof, except the 
statement of A-sing, had been given in Court 
with regard to the quantity of coal delivered ; 
the complainant could only prove how mmuclt 
iad been put on board the vessel before sh 
started on her voyage. So far as the evi 
hhad gone, le could not see that the steve 
was to blame; there was no proof of his 
actual guilt, and as to his sending coal into 
the interior, he had a right to deliver or sell 
his own coal at the Arsenal or elsewhere, 
whichever might suit him best, 

Complainant’s Counsel reviewed the ovi- 
dence at great length, and insisted upon seve- 
ral facts; first, that the coal lad been 
fairly weighed into the ship; second, that 
proof had been given showing that a’ large 
amount of coal had been taken away from the 
ship and not delivered at the Arsenal ; third 
that a certain portion, 66 tons, had been sent 
into the interior. 'To'prove further that the 
cargo taken in at Sydney remained un- 
broken till delivery in Shanghai, he would 
call the captain to give evidence as to the 
displacement of the vessel, 

Captain Datryatre said the extent of his 
vessel's displacement when londed at Syduey 
was 20 ft. 3 in, onan even Keel, and on his 
arrival it was 20 ft. 4 in. forward and 20 ft, § 
in, aft, giving an average of 20 ft. 6 in, ‘Two 
tanks of water forward and one aft, making in 
all about 15 tons weight, had been used during 
the voyage, and from ‘stress of weather he 
Hast been’ obliged to slip au anchor 
and cable weighing about 4 or 5 tons. 
‘The difference of three inches in draft 
was due to the greater buoyancy of the 
salt water at Sydney as compared with the 
river here. For the first, two days after dis- 
charging began, the weather was such that he 
was unable to’ note the variation of the dis- 

lacement. He first did so when they got 
down to about 1,100 tons, and found the pro- 
portion true. couple of days after, his ob- 
servations showed a discrepancy of 40 or 50 
tons. Me called the chief officer's attention 
to this, expressing an opinion that. they were 
being ‘swindled, and applied to Mr, Penfold 
about it.

‘Phe Nagasaki Shimbun attributes the origin 
of the Chikuzen outbreak to a dispute which 
arose between the farmers at a town called 
‘Vazutz-no and the merchants connected with 
the branch of a Shosha Company established 
there. ‘The latter were using fires:at night 
time on the tops of hills for the purpose of 
telegraphing the price of rice, and this the 
superstitions farm thought’ would excite 
the anger of their rain-god and so he would 
not send rain for the crops, Some 1,500 
farmers in that district went on the ith 
instant to the members of the Shosha 
and asked them to desist from the practice, 
but on the latter refusing to do so the farmers 
began to destroy their houses, and the houses 
of some fifty other wealthy people. On the 
following day the number of rebels had in- 
creased fo 4,000, and on this day fourteen 
houses were destroyed in the villages of Koya- 
uushe and Kura-saki, ‘The Government off- 
cers Tazji-gat and Otane, both Tengi, went 
with 50 troops to pacify the rebels, but 
hot succeeding the troops fired blank 
cartridge aud” the rebels fled. Between 
the 17th and 20th instant their numbers 
had been enormously increased by their 




















forcing recruits into their service au kill: 
ing those who refused to join in the out- 
break. On the 2ist the Governor's House at 


Fukuoka was destroyed, aud all the houses in 
that ken belonging to oficers connected with 
the Government. ‘The Daimio of Chikuzen, 
now in Inkio, sent an address to the rebels 
asking them’ to return peaceably to their 
homes, promising to have their grievances en- 
quired into and rectified ; but they did not 
listen to his exhortations, and on the same 
day the rebels killed all the Government Ya- 
konins. On the next day they went towards 
Yanagawa, but finding ‘too many troops sta- 
tioned there, and but little sympathy shewn 
to them by the population, they return 
In Fukuoka ken’ they broke open the jails 
and allowed the criminals to escape, but jind- 
ig the latter bent on following their vocation 
of plundering, they had to secure most of 
them gain ‘ih consequence of a robbery of 
e 5 rios, Numerous Yakonins under 
the old Government are with the rebels busily 
engaged in instructing them; and all the 
licensed gunpowder stores in’ the province 
have been taken possession of. A large body 
of Government hao from Kumamoto had 
reached Saga on the 26th, on their way to the 
scene of the rebellion.
